The nation is In for another beef 
eating spree in 19 54 on the basis 
of the report that the cattle pop­ 
u lation was one per cent higher 
on Janu ary 1 than a y ear earlier 
This is the report of Ted Gou ldy . 
special m arket reporter for The 
Herald, In his weekly release. He 
continu es: 


The estim ate is that there are 
9 4,7 00.000 cattle on farms In the 
United States. 
Last y ear (19 53) 
beef consu mption per capita in the 
nation was a t a record lev el, and 
abou t 12 pou nds abov e the preced­ 
ing y ear. Estim ates are th at this 
y ear the nation will eat only a 
little less beef per capita. 
The American Meat Institu te 
say 's th at beef is at an all-time 
low. The same goes for the price 
of all m eats on the av erage. They 
base this figu re on the nu mber 
of minu tes of labor req u ired to 
bu y a pou nd of m e at 


The institu te's figu res rev eal 
that du ring 19 53 it req u ired only 
23.6 minu tes of labor to pay for 
a pou nd of beef. 
Du ring the 
depths of the depression, it took 
35 m inu tes’ labor to earn the 
money to bu y a pou nd of beef. 
The av erage labor req u ired for 
a potind of “all m eats” In 19 53 was 
only 21.2 minu tes. Du fing the de­ 
pression it req u ired 30.8 m inu tes’ 
labor to bu y a pou nd of beef.
